9 WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has as a goal, the pro- 
10 vision of a decent and viable living environment for all of its 
11 citizens; and 
12 WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has consistently com- 
13 mitted itself to the elimination of blight and deterioration 
14 which is present within the community and the prevention of its 
15 further spread; and 
16 WHEREAS, under the provisions of the Housing and Com- 
T7 munity Development Act of 1980, the City of Fort Wayne is en- 
18 titled to receive annual grants through the Community Development 
19 Block Grant Program; and 
20 WHEREAS, funding under this program must be used for 
21 the promotion of viable urban communities and the prevention or 
22 elimination of blight and deterioration, primarily for the benefit 
23 of low and moderate income people; and 
24 WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has developed a com- 
25 munity development plan and program which is consistent with the 
26 City's overall strategy for preventing the further spread and 
27 elimination of blight and deterioration; and 
28 WHEREAS, all necessary steps have been taken by the 
29 Mayor and the Department of Community Development and Planning 
30 staff to properly complete the attached entitlement submission 
31 for 1987 (thirteenth year) Community Development Block Grant funding 
32 in conformance with that strategy and plan. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the attached submission of a budget 
which includes Two Million Nine Hundred Thousand and No/100 Dollars 
($2,900,000.00) in 1987 (thirteenth year) entitlement funds and 
the accompanying certifications be approved and forwarded to the 
U. S. Department of Housing and Urban Development under the signa- 
ture of Mayor Winfield C. Moses, Jr. 

SECTION 2. That Mayor Winfield C. Moses, Jr., in his 
capacity as Chief Executive Officer for the City of Fort Wayne, 
be authorized to act on behalf of the City in consummating con- 
tractual agreements pertaining to this grant and providing addi- 
tional information and documentation pertinent thereto as required} 

SECTION 3. That the Common Council, by its approval of 
this application, hereby reaffirms its intent to reduce and eli- 
minate urban blight within the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 4. That this Resolution shall be in full force 


and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary
